‘lam an international studen?’

It is 5 p.m. on the BYU campus. The American flag waves 
in the wind. Students stand facing the flag. The national 
anthem plays on. Here I stand, also facing the flag, trying to 
understand it and for sure thanking it. Suddenly, the anthem 
stops. The flag is gone. The people pass by without caring. 
Words of love and liberty echo in my mind. 

I am one of many strangers on campus. I look different 
and talk different. | am usually quiet and reserved in the 
classroom, hiding a great desire to speak out and share my 
opinions with others. | am often homesick, have a great 
desire to know people and feel part of society and would just 
like to hear a Belle” from anyone. I am a BYU International 
Student. 

BYU is a dream in the life of a foreigner, if he or she isa 
Mormon. I was in my homeland and heard about a great 
place called Brigham Young University — where dreams come 
true, where people are happy and willing to smile, and where 
there is brotherhood, not to mention a great opportunity to 
achieve knowledge. 

So, I dreamed of coming here, the “‘“Mormon Church’’ my 
main motivation. I wanted to grasp opportunities to see and 
hear the many authorities and leaders of the Church. 

I came to BYU -to share this Mormon spirit and 
brotherhood which I believed to be so great here. I planned 
to hold positions in the Church and to learn how to be a 
leader. I wanted to take this knowledge back to my 
homeland. 

I hoped for a career, for greater knowledge in the field of 
my choice, to succeed in my country and progress as a 
person in helping my fellowman. I also dreamed of 
interacting with different cultures, different customs, and 
languages. I was excited at my prospects here. 

There were many difficulties, immigration papers, phone 
calls, letters, more papers and a desire to stay home with my 
loved ones. But I wanted to progress in life. 

Finally, the day came! It was goodbye to my old life, to 
people I used to know, to the sounds of voices I could 
understand, to a homeland I love. There were tears but there 
was also a hope behind them, like the sun, my hopes were 
bright and warm inside me. I had to go for my dream. 
Another international student Carminda Alves, a graduate 
student in Special Education, from Brazil, puts it this way: 
““My wish to stay was great, but my dreams were greater.” 

The plane took off. Everything seemed so small. Then, 
reality struck me. I wondered if I would be able to stay away 
and be strong. But, there was BYU. finally, my dream came 
true! 

It was big and frightening — but it was beautiful! There 
were a lot of people for sure and the funny thing — they did 
not smile as I thought they would. And they didn’t seem as 
interested in me as I was in them. They were so busy. I was 
afraid to say anything to them because of my broken 
English. I am so self conscious of it. 

So, I just stay in my own little world and people usually do 
not understand why. I end up not knowing how to act or 
who to be. “I try to be just like the American students, to 
feel I belong. But, I end up lost — losing my own 
personality,” says a student from China, who I will call 
Hitsko Tykana. Eee, 
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only one store

The language is a barrier to friendships and socialization. 
People do not approach me, and I am afraid to approach 
them. In class I don’t say anything and I have gotten behind 
in my work because I am afraid to ask for further 
information and explanation. 

Loneliness is a part of my life, especially when I am 
homesick for my country and people — the people I used to 
know so well. I am sure I am accepted by everybody here. 
But, still, people do not show interest in what I know, my 
different and exciting culture. I wonder why they don’t talk 
to me and make me feel welcome in this beautiful country. I 
wish they would at least look at me and say “hello’’. 

And I keep on living like this, hiding myself and my 
culture, customs and desires instead of enjoying the 
experience that is costing me and my family a great deal of 
money. So, I end up missing out. on some of the great 
opportunities BYU has to offer. There are many 
international students like me here in this same situation, 
being lonely and feeling a lack of acceptance. 

Many of us face cultural discrimination in housing. It is 
extremely hard to rent because of the way we cook or other 
customs from our cultures not understood by society. In 
these cases it is hard to do anything. The International Office 
sometimes intercedes, but most of the time we just go and 
look for another place to live. 


Problems like language, loneliness and acceptance 


contribute to the lack of progress so many of us face in our 


academic life. 
Church positions are rarely given to us because we have a 


language barrier. So, we feel left out considering the many . 


jobs we used to have in our home wards. Some of us are 
disappointed for not accomplishing one of our main goals in 
coming here. We become inactive in Church. 

Students who are not members of the Church have more 
problems in socializing. Most activities on campus are 
centered around the Mormon culture. 

BYU has worked on many programs for international 
students. The International Office wonders if it is worth it 
for foreigners to come to BYU, since many fail. “Usually, 
when they fail they do not return to their country,” says 
Dwaine Anderson, international student adviser, “they are 
somewhere ashamed to face their old friends there. Some of 
these students end up staying in the U.S. — most of the time 
illegally!” 

BYU has established the Internationa! Clubs to help solve 
our problems. These are clubs formed by students from 
different countries. They plan their own activities such as 
dances, picnics, firesides, etc. 

This creates a few problems though, because there are 
countries that have just one student on campus and in this 
case he is usually apart. Also, not all the clubs are extremely 
active and don’t meet the needs of the student. So, the 
students cannot depend completely on the clubs. 

There is also the Host Family Program where we have an 
American family with whom we spend holidays and thus 
become acquainted with American customs. This way we are 
not supposed to miss our family and feel as lonely on 
occasions like Christmas and birthdays. It is a great program 
although it does depend on student and families to make it 
work. They must share themselves. 

There is also the International Office with advisers who 
understand and are aware of most of our problems and are 
willing to help. As Elliot Cameron, Dean of Student Life 
says: “It should be good for international students to realize 
the International Office and its advisers are there not only to 
renew visas, but also to help them with school schedules, 
future plans, social opportunities and many more things of 
which most are not aware.’ 

““Teachers and advisers have to be more aware of 
International Students in their classes and of their different 
culture to be able to help them,” observes Larry Hurd, 
International Student Body President, from Canada. 

In, 1950, a new office was opened at BYU. It was the 
International Office with one advisor and one secretary for 
the 181 International Students at that time. Now, in 1975, 
BYU has two advisers and secretaries who keep busy helping 
the 1,100 international students from all over the world. 

“Not too many people know 25 per cent of the graduate 
students are from foreign lands,” exclaims Arie Noot, last 
year’s International Student Body President, “‘This. does 
show our progress in this university.” 

International Students are trying to become more active in 
BYU affairs. As Amado Lopez from Guatemala puts it: “It is 
good for the International Student to find out his role in this 
university and social group so he won’t withdraw but go 
ahead in his life.” 

Dean Cameron believes International Students will be the 
future leaders of the Church in their countries and will hold 
important jobs when they go back home. Many have already 
achieved positions as renowned journalists, doctors, etc. 
They are assets to the University, the Mormon Church and 
their country. : 

“International Students should keep in mind they have to 
do most of the work themselves,” says Dwaine Anderson. 
“They should set their goals and work toward them. This 
way it is usually easier to surpass problems when they 
Comer 

But the international student cannot really do it alone. He 
needs your help and understanding. As Larry Hurd says: “It 
is important to encourage the administration, faculty and 
non foreign students to constantly remind themselves that

The impression made by U.S. students, faculty and 
administrators upon international students will be reflected 
by us in our home country. It is not so much what you say, 
but what you do in regard to universal brotherhood-that is 
important.

people have yet awakened to 
the dangers we are continuing 
to create for ourselves,” he 
continued. He said part of the 
problem is the American 
people asking the government 
to assume responsibility for 
the problems “and to do 
things for them that they 
once did for themselves.”’ 

This trend continued in the 
sixties along with many 
promises for the building of a 
great society. What is left are 
many broken promises and a 
““legacy of economic 
problems.” 

While the energy crisis, 
food shortages, and wage and 


price controls 


have 
contributed to these 
problems, he said, the 


underlying momentum has 
been built up by the excessive 
economic policies of the 
Federal Government for more 
than a decade. 

The. tragedy -of. such 
misguided policies is 
politicians were sold on the 
mistaken notion they would 
help the poor, the elderly, the 
sick and disadvantaged. Yet 
when those policies trigger 
inflation and unemployment, 
who gets hurt the most?” he 
asked. ““‘The same ones the 
politicians claimed they were 
trying to help—the poor, the 
elderly,2 the sick and 
disadvantaged.”

In looking at our present 
economic problems he said 
the answers are clear. One 
answer he is to get-out of 
debt and stay out of debt. He 
said that in the past 10 years 
the government agencies have 
borrowed over a third of a 
trillion dollars from the 
private money markets. “If 
that. money had not been 
borrowed it would have gone 
into many highly productive 
uses—housing, plants, and 
equipment, new jobs, and a 
long list of other worthy 
ventures.” 

“We must strive to reduce 
our chronic budget deficits in 
Washington, to -begin living 
within our means and to scale 
down our mounting demands 
on the government.” 

In closing he said “Brigham 
Young went West to find a 


safe place for. Mormonism; 


now you are needed to go 
East again to ensure that your 
own ideals will have a world 
in which to be safe.”

But the percentage of taxes 
that go to education is the 
highest in Utah of any state. 
MONDAY MAGAZINE: How 
else can you see that Utahns 
support education? 

Pres. Gardner: I just think it’s 
apparent as I move around 
the state meeting different 
groups, parents, service clubs, 
alumni and others. 

MONDAY MAGAZINE: 
Would you say there is a 
church influence? 

Pres. Gardner: Of course. 
And there always has been. 
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flourish but the brains of its 


people? 
MONDAY MAGAZINE: 
Would you say it’s also 


church teachings? 

Pres. Gardner: Yes. That’s the 
key. An emphasis on the 
relationship between what’s 
learned here and what one 


carries with oneself 
afterwards is enormous 
incentive. 

MONDAY MAGAZINE: 
Where does the ‘U’ rank 
academically? 

Pres. Gardner: It’s hard to 
generalize. We have some 


colleges and departments that 
would rank among the top 10 
or 12 in the United States. 
MONDAY MAGAZINE: 
What colleges are those? 

Pres. Gardner: Our college of 
medicine, for example, and 
some departments in various 
colleges. I think the best way 
of indicating the ranking as a 
whole is to take the dollar 
volume. of federally 
sponsored research. In that 
respect, the University of 
Utah ranks between the 25th 
and the 30th in the United 
STates. 

MONDAY MAGAZINE: How 
would you compare this 
school to Berkeley? 
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“We get $42 million in 
federal funds... .” 


Pres. Gardner: Berkeley has 
ranked Number | for the past 
10 years. We’re not at that 
level although some of our 
departments here are in that 
rank and we recruit from the 
faculties of such universities. 
MONDAY MAGAZINE: 
Would you say Berkeley 
students are more politically 
conscious? 

Pres. Gardner: Yes. 
MONDAY MAGAZINE: Is 
there necessarily. a connection 
between good academic 
performance and _ political 
consciousness? 

Pres. Gardner: Studies on 
that yield conflicting data. It 
was true, for example, during 
the free speech movement in

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The prophet's murderers: exoneration of the accused

Amid the excitement and 
rustic flavor of the nineteenth 
century American frontier‘an 


almost unbelievable. trial* 


occurred. It involved five men 
indicted for the murder of 
Joseph and Hyrum Smith. 
One writer insisted that every 
man in Hancock County 
where the crime took place 
knew that the five were 
guilty. Yet a jury selected 
from citizens of Hancock 
County exonerated the 
accused. 

An impressive treatment of 
the incident is found in a 
recent book written by Dallin 
Oaks and Marvin Hill entitled 
Carthage Conspiracy. Besides 
helping the reader 
comprehend the awesome 


complexity of affairs which 


led to the tragedy of 
martyrdom, the authors 
dispel myths surrounding 


certain traditional accounts 
of the event. 

For instance, one Utah 
myth maintains that many 
conspirators in the killing met 
horrible deaths. Yet each of 
the defendants in the 
Carthage trial became 
successful in law, politics, or 
journalism after 1844. (Note: 
one ought not make 
infésémces or rash 
generalizations about lawyers, 
politicians, or journalists 
from this fact!!) ~~ 

Another story holds that 
after Joseph Smith fell from 
the window of the Carthage 
jail, a mobocrat attempted to 
mutilate the Prophet’s body 
but was prevented from doing 
so by divine intervention. 
However, no credible 
evidence supports the actual 
occurrence of such an 
incident. 
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masterfully blended a 
portrayal of fact and public 
sentiment in their book, 
helping the reader perceive 
both Mormon and 
anti-Mormon rationale. 
Apparently the anti-Mormons 
entertained the notion that to 
rid the world of Mormonism 
by whatever means. necessary 
was to transcend the law of 


man and to act according to 
the -Law-.of God. and 
Nature.” One “respected” 
individual among the 
anti-Mormon faction stated 
that ‘‘he regretted the 
necessity of murder but did 
not doubt that the Smiths 
deserved it.” 

The book clearly reveals 
that the Mormons. were not 


to tatly dev id= o f 
non-Mormon assistance in 
seeking redress for their 
grievances. Governor Ford 
evidently worked tirelessly to 
bring the guilty to trial. He 
appointed Josiah Lamborn 
prosecuting attorney. 
Lamborn was considered by 
some to be the most brilliant 
and persuasive criminal 


lawyer alive. “He had a 
reputation for winning 
impossible cases.” 


But.even the lives of Ford 
and Lamborn were 
threatened by_ mobocrats. 
And ultimately they could 
not prevail over the 
anti-Mormon prejudice. 
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
